frage. The present howl is an old trick of the 
arch-fiend to divert public fought from the 
main question, vi 2 . : Woman’s Equal Freedom, ' 
and Equal Power to make and control her 
own conditions in the State, in the Church, 
and most of all, in the Home. 

Though the ballot is the open sesame to 
equal rights, there is a fundamental law that 
cannot be violated with Impunity between 
woman and man, any more ihan betw;een 
tqan and woman. And that Jaw was thus ex- 
pressed a hundred years ago by Alexander 
Hamilton, '* Give to a man a right over 
subsistence, and he has a power ever my 
whole moral being.” Under the present re- ' 
gime woman’s subsistence is in the hands of | 
man; and most arbitrarily and UBjostly does 
he exercise his consequent power-making! 
two moral codes: One for himself, with' 
largest latitude — swearing, chewing, smoking, 
drinking, gambling, liber!inism — all winked 
at. Cash and brains making for him a'.&ee 
pass everywhere. 

Quite unlike is his code for woman. She 
must be immaculate — birth, family, fame. 
One hair’s breadth deviation from the narrow- 
est line, or even the touch of ,the hem of the 
gaimeott of an sister, dooms hw to the 

world's scorn. Man* demands that his wlfb 
shall bo above suspicion. Wdniw hiust ac- 
cept her husband as he is, hop;i^‘ onily to be i 
able to endure to the end. And agamst this, * 
woman is powerless, so long «S' Mie eats tbe 
bread of dependence. Huii^h'h&lhH is hu- 
man nature the world over, the tables 

turned, and man, to-day, dependent on woman 
for his subsistence ; and, thereby, she possess- 
ed of “ power to control his Whole moral be- 
ing,” I have no doubt he would ve^ soon find 
himself compelled to square hjslife to an en- 
tirely new code, one, too, not onc^Mt'tesa se- 
vere than ^at to which he now holds woman. 
In moral rectitude, woman would not have 
woman less, but man more. And it is to put 
an end to such heresies as the following, from 
the Rochester Democrat, that all women should 
most earnestly “ work and wait.” That pa- 
per begs us not to forget, ‘‘ That what may be 
pardonable in a man, speaking of evils gener- 
ally, may and perhaps ought to be unpardon- 
able in one of the presumably better sex ; be- 
cause there cannot and must not be perfect 
equality between men and women when tbe 
disposition to do wrong is under discussion. 
Women are permitted to be as much better 
than men as they choose ; but there ought to 
be no law, on or off the statute books, recog- 
nizing their social and political right to be as 
bad or even worse than men ; and it is shame- 
ful that intelligent women should claim such 
a right, or be bold enough to mention it at 
all” 

Ko human being or class of human beings 
would dare to talk thus to equals. 

It is only that women are dependent on men 
— beggars— who can neither make nor unmake 
political parties and papers that such coward- 
ly impudence can be dished but to them, day 
by day, by puny I^lslators and editors, them-

water, and roll jap a huge petition to Congress, 
asking for a declaratory law. Get this petl-' 
tion to Washington, January Ist, 1872, ad- 
dresHOd to Secretary National Committee, 
Mrs. J. 8. Grifflng. ’

raise $10, as a first step, and send to the Na- 
tional Woman Suffrage and Educstlonaf Com- 
mittee, Washington, ordering five hundred 
copies of Riddle’s Constitutional argument, 
and five hundred of the late “ appeal to wo- 
men” of Ameiioa, and so kindle a fire at 
every hearthstone and pot tbe ball in motion. 
Solicit names to enclosed pledge,* and one dol- 
lar subscriptions, and we will send in return 
to each subscriber a copy of the history of the 
Woman’s Rights Movement, since its national 
inception in 1850, by Mrs. Paulina W. Davis.

Let this be. understood, 
and woman’s political influence wUl be felt in 
East Bridgewater, in the Presidential cam- 
paign of 1S73.

The country parson in those " Recreations” 
of his which were so popular both in England 
and America, declared that the doctrine of the 
ancients, that " a so^nd mind in a sound body” 
was necessary to accomplish great things, 
though well enough in theory, did not hold 
good in fact, as the grSbter part of the work 
of this world was and had alwa^ been per- 
fosned by swwa” 

He further defined *' screws ” as people al- 
ways of unsound body, and sometiutes, also, 
of unsound mind, and cited a mighty cloud of 
witnesses of screws of this sort in the shades 
of the great men and women of the past to 
whom the world is indebted for its noblest 
thoughts and highest achierements, as prov- 
ing his asserUon. 

Milton, B3rron, Isaac Newton, Pope, Coler- 
idge, Mrs. Browning, are a few among the 
many whom he instanced as having accom- 
plished, with feeble and unsound bodies, far 
more than any Samson or Herculoe for ttiis 
world's good. 


It was an Ingenions and interesting essay, 
$nd we' w^re forcibly reminded of it by onr 
visit in Venice to Sl^orina Beccari, the edi- 
tress of, £a Donna, ^e first woman*s rlghta 
papta* published in Italy. 

This lady is a confirmed invalid. For twen- 
ty-three years she has been a victim to a spl- 
hal malady, which makes it impossible for her 
U> take a single step unaided, and, in ffict, she 
is carried from one room to another. 

' It was a pitiful sight to see her enter the 
room with arms around her mother and maid, 
by whom she was almi^t wholly supported as 
she was half-lifted, half-dragged in to meet ns. 

But when she was once placed upon a sofa 
and began to converse with ns, the first sad 
impression vanished ; for her face does not 
|>ear the traces of the suffering she has under- 
gone. She is pale, to be sure, but hers is not 
the sickly pallof^ disease ; she has only the 
delicacy of compferion which her close con- 
finement to the house would naturally give. 
Her face is oval in shape, her features regular, 
her eyes full of vivacity, her black hair, glos- 
sy, abundant, and curling, and altogether she 
has a most pleasing And attractive physiogno- 
my — a face full of inudligence and benevo- 
lence. 

Once in a while an involuntary change of 
countenani e, or a half nnconscions pressore 
of her hand on her aching spine, betrays the 
constant pain to which Miss Beccari is a 
victim. 

But in spite of her suffering and in spite of 
her narrow means, for by the death of the 
father, Miss Beccari and her mother were left 
almost withont pecuniary resources, this girl, 
With indomit^le eottrage, has undertaken to 
sow the seed which must, like all seed-grains 
of truth, spring up into an abundant harvest 
of future benefit to her aex. 

From her sick room Alaide Beccari exerts 
an influence more wide-spread and more be- 
neficent than many a woman in health and 
eurrounied by every comfort and luxury that 
wealth can afford. 

The courage and energy of this invalid 
woman in her effort to secure a livelihood and 
personal independence for herself and her 
mother, by' the establishment of a journal, is 
worthy of all praise. 

Many a person would have been utterly 
crushed under the weight of the accumulated 
misfortunes which have fallen upon this girl. 
Loss of property, the death of male relatives 
upon whom she had depended for support, 
and a malady that made her almost helpless 
came upon her in quick succession, and yet, 
nothing daunted, she set about retrieving, as 
best she could, her fallen fortunes. 

She wrote plays for the theatres, which 
were successful, but this work bringing her 
into close contact with actresses and other 
women who had their own livelihood to gain, 
made her feel more and more strongly the 
great heed of education, and the many disa- 
bilities from which her sex suffered. 

She resolved to de what site could to help 
others as well as herself, and the first thing to 
be done was to draw the attention of society 
to the needs of the class whom she wished to 
serve. 

The estabUshment of her paper La Donna — 
i. Woman, was her first step in this direc- 
tion. It Is a unique feature of this journal 
that women alone contribute to its pages. No 
maacuttae pen is allowed to enttf these col- 
umns. It is in every sense of the word a wo- 


man's papto. Among itt oonest^fti^ thsie 
ladies of rank, nuttchipnesiee, p oet o ei e a, 
women of all conditions, and of ell dlfllBient 
shades of opinion. The catholicity of its edi- 
torial mahagement, and the fact that women 
alone wiite for it, has made tiie JomPal pop- 
ular in Italy. It has been estahlhhbd only 
three years, but i^ has a very respectable sob- 
scription list for this country, though it would 
be a small one for America, and confitiy ex- 
changes help to disseminate iia ideas still more 
widely. 

It advocates with spirit and seal the " eman- 
cipatioi^of woman,” as the woman 
is christened in the old world — and this In- 
cluiJes all the demands made by the piemeen 
of Woman’s Rights in America. Not only 
civil equality with man but equal educational 
and social privileges ; in short, an equal chance 
in the world for “ life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness,” which liberal Thomas Jef- 
ferson claimed as the right, not of one-half the 
race, but of all humanity. 

It will be a long time, probably, before the 
justice of these demands of woman will be 
reoognized by the world, perhaps still longer 
befoie they will be accorded her. 

But it is a hopeful sign that all round the 
globe is felt the stir of one common impulse 
of unrest among the women who have every- 
where been hampered by the unnatural and 
absurd conveotionaUties which are the result 
of a false theory of their inferiority to man. 

The truth is beginning to dawn upon the 
world that as God made but one code of laws 
for both men and women, society can not do 
better than to follow that august example. 

The lesson of this fundamental principle is 
already at work, and however distant the time 
may be, it will assuredly come, when the whole 
social fabric will be transformed by its influ- 
ence into more natural and purer conditions. 

THE NEW ENGLAND WOMAN SUFFRAGE AS- 
SOCIATION. 

The annual meeting of tfiis association 
was held in Trement Temple, Boston, on the 
39th and 80th of May. There were some 
good speeches made, and in spite of the warm 
weather which disinclines people from com- 
ing together with one accord, the exercises ap- 
pear to have fairly quickened the languid 
pulses of our Boston friends. 

Mrs. Lucy Stone called the first session to 
order, and Mrs. Isabella Beecher Hooker fol- 
lowed with an address, in which she claimed 
' that political duties and responsibilities | er- 
tain to women as naturally as to men. The 
problem of the temperance reform, as affected 
by legislation, requires the co-operative effort, 
and tlie joint counsel of men and women. 
The Republican machineiy of the State is de- 
signed to be run by two great engines. 

The votes of women, as affecting the ques- 
tion of the Bible in schools, os affecting the 
question of what is known as the social evil, 
and the question of education would be po- 
tential for good. 

Mrs. Howe, who is President of the associa- 
tion, came in at the close of Mrs. Hooker’s re- 
marks, and addressed the meeting in a legglhy 
and able speech. She said that Richard Hay * 
don, the English artist, before b annin g a 
work of art, used to record such a prayer as 
this: ""I pray the Lord that this picture 
may prove to be the greatest picture ever pro- 
duced in England.” 



Lk like maoner she had it in her heart to 
pray that this Conyention might be the best 
e^r held in America. She hoped their pro 
ceedings would show the growth which past 
opportunities of association could bring into 
the ways and works of women. She said ; 

Let itB work togethw with reJolciDg. We who are 
tadd to hareno Toiee tare for imretty-aong, kitchen- 
eeoldlng, or enrUin-leetare, we will rock the w<^d to 
peace with onr mother mnsie, we will ahame the sloth- 
fnl aenranta of the commonwealth by onr wholeaome 
aharpneaa, and all mankind, aa one dattfol boaband, 
ahall glye ear to that Ji^d^ wlsAm, that carefol and 
4eUeaW eoRaetkm, which the beat Inrltee 

from the boat wife, and which baa Ita reaolt In the beat 
ordered bonaehold." 

Speakmg of the guests and strangers present, 
she remarked : 

** There are aome women here, not of onr own com- 
mnnlty, whoae names hare become repreeentatlye. 1 
mnit mention them In order that yon may lovingly re- 
cognlxe their merlta and their preaenee. There la one 
whom I may characterleo aa a pleaalng variety of the 
Beecher family— Hlaa Isabella Beecher Hooker, well 
known to yon by her owii merlta' aa well aa by thoae 
of the relatlvee whoae fortunate tkniA ahe sharea. 
There la Mrs. Hazlitt, Prealdentof the N. W. Woman 
SnAnge Aaaodatlon. She will tell ne of high and 
atately communities, who are to alt with na In the 
chnirchof.the fhtnre. She will tell na that the qaeatlon 
we are met to atody la not a qaeetion of the Baat, but 
of the Weat also, and of aU society.. She will apeak 
to na In the larger music of the lakee and prairies. She 
Biay And ns small and provincial, bnt ahe will And ns 
frlenda. Here, too, is Mrs. Wilbonr, Preaident of the 
New York Soroals, a society whose myaterlons name 
haa occaeioned mnch specnlatlon, bat whose good idm 
and aplrit are making themselves felt aa a power of 
help among women.'* . 

Mrs. Howe defined a Convention as a Court 
of Appeals for women. She deplored the 
absorption of the sex In frivolous aims, fash- 
ion, and vanity, and said that It seemed to her 
as If Christ, to-day, went about among wo- j 
men, and said, “ Follow me, and I will give 
yon something worth doing.” I 

Monday's exercises closed with a spicy 
speech from Grace Greenwood. 

On Tuesday, addresses were made by Mrs. 
Lucy Stone, the Hon. Charles Slack, Mrs. 
Margaret Campbell, Grace Greenwood, Lu- 
cretia Mott, Mrs. Margaret Lneas, sister of 
John and Jacob Bright, of England, the Rev. 
Mr. Bowles, Mrs. Charlotte B. Wilbour, and 
Mn. Celia Burleigh. Mrs. Mott was received 
with enthusiasm, and as she stepped forward 
a beautiful basket of flowers was placed on 
the table for her* She urged her friends there 
present not to to contradict the 

slanders of the p^feJs, but to go calmly on 
with the good work which had been so nobly 
. b^^n. / 

Lucas guve an outline of what the ad- 
vocatet of woman sn&age are doing in Eng- 
land. Hef’ countrywomen, she declared, are 
thoroughly roused on the subject of suf- 
frage, and are fighting a great fight on the li- 
censing of vice, hhe hoped American wo- 
men would keep their eyes open on this sub- 
ject, for it was the ground-work of all their 
misery. The Rev. Mr. Bowles maintained 
that the responsibility and obligation of vot- 
ing was now upon every woman, and he could ! 
not understand bow an intelligent religious 
woman could feel tiiat God approved her con- 
duct until she had written her name on a peti- 
tion for woman suffrage, and induced other 
women to do the same. 

Mrs. Charlotte B. Wilbour thought that wo- 
men had a right to vote under the Constitu- 
tion, without (depending on any one of the 
Mnendmenta ; that they ought to vote under j 


the fourteenth and flfteendi amendments, and 
had a ri^t to demand the addition of a six- 
teenth. 

The Hon. Henry Wilson hoped the women 
of the country would accept no snap judg- 
ments ; that they would not accept any sort of 
political management, or promise of anything 
I of the kind. This victory is to be a^ieved^ 
by an appeal to the higher and better senti- 
ment of tbe mind of the nation. i 

Mrs. Celia Borleigh protested against the 
unfair distribution of the wOTld’s work. She 
was sick of the sentimentalism that required 
; men to work hard to rapport their daugfaters 
I in gaudy dreas, in a fashionable quarter for 
j the sake of appearances. Woinan would not 
! be wholly herself until allowed the sole con- 
trol of the tenement God put her in, free from 
exposure to the fumes of narcotic poisons and 
alcohol in her hoi^hold, and marriage had 
again become the t^mpact that it was origin- 
ally. 

On Monday, Mr. Henry B. Blackwell pre- 
sented a long list of resolutions, and the day 
following they came np for disenssion. The 
first and second are as follows : 

" Governmeata derive" one-half of " their 
jiiBt powers from the content of the governed " wo- 
men ; end whereei, one-helf of " ell pollUcel power re- 
aidee orlglnellr in the people," who ere women, "end 
la derived from them ; " and whereea the " taxetion" 
of women, " wlthont repreeentetlon la tyrenny ; " and ' 
whereea, the women of New Bngland ere governed 
wlthont content, end tezod wlthont repreaentetion, 
therefore, 

Jfaaofead, That we demend aoAiege for the women of 
New England ee their right, end proteet egeinat their 
disfranchisement aaa relic of barWtam. 

Articles, of the Federal Conetltatlon ex-^. 
preeaiy provides that " each State ahell appoint, in tue\ 
manner as the Legislature theretfmay direct^ the elect- 
ors for President end Vice-President of the United 
Statee," end, whereat, the Conatitatlona of the several 
New England Statee contain no reetrlctlon npon the 
exerciaeot thie power by the Xieglalatnree ; the^ore, 

EsaofMd, That we call apon the Woman BaAH«ista 
of New England to organise wlthont delay, for the pnr- 
poee ef obtaining from onr respective State L^sla- 
tares next winter, an act anthorlslng women to vote 
apon the same ^erma and qnaUAcatlonB ae men In the 
Presidential election of 187S. 

Mr. H. B. Blackwell favored tbe second 
resoloUoD. He spoke of the tie vote in the 
House of Repi'esentatives which was made a 
majority agmnst the suffragists by the casting 
vote of Hon. Harvey Jewell, and predicted 
that if they obtained a bare m^ority in both 
branches of the Legislature next winter, Mas- , 
sachusette women would vote for President in 
1872. 

Mr. Charles Remond did not see the necessi- 
ty of deprecating the suffhige awarded to tbe 
negro, as be frequently heard from the Tem- 
ple platform, and pfotested against the insinu- 
ation that tbe n^^ bad received the right of 
franchise too early becanse it had not been 
given to women at the same time. 

Mr. Blackwell replied that in tbe compari- 
sons he had made be merely intended to state 
facts, and not to reflect upon the ignorance of 
the n^o, whom he coiuldered as the victim 
of white oppression. 

The third and fourth resolutions were 
passed without discussion. We give them as 
follows : 

8. Bssolaed^ That we deplore and oondenm the 
eral Inaction of onr New Bngland Benatora and Repre- 
•entttlves In Congreas, in referenee to enfranchieing 
the Women of tbe District of Colombia and of tbe 
Territoriea, and in regard to a Sixteenth Conatitatlonal 
Amendment, aa dlagraeefnl to themaelvea and deroga- 
tory to the honor of New England. 


4. Bssolvsd^ That we thank tiie Hon. B; F. Bntln few 
hla CoDgreedonal report in iKfv of woman'a right to 
vote, also the Hon. George W. Jnllan fto hla Woinan 
SoAinige amendment to the DJatrtethlU; alao the 66 
Bepreeentatlvet who voted in Ita favor. 

The eleventh resolution repudiating .all 
connection with Free Iiove or other social 
tiieories , the same as the one passed at Stein- 
way Hall, was opposed by Mrs. Mott and the 
Rev. Mr. Bnince, and Bustained by Mrs. Liver- 
more. Mr. Robinson (” Warrington ” of the 
Springfield Repubfiean) said the beauty qf the 
resolution was in its vagueness, and he ad- 
mired it on that account. The resolution was 
'finally passed. 

The evening meeting was addressed by 
Stephen S. Foster, Mrs.* Adele Hazlett, Presi- 
dent of the Northw^tern Suflffage Assodatlon, 
and the Hon. Thomas S. Russell. Before the 
' meeting adjourned the following named offi- 
cers were elected for the ensuing year :

This 
laly has been well known in journalistic cir- 
cles for twenty 'five years as editor and writer. 
She is now on tbe editorial Stas' of tho 8u7i- 
dtvy Bepuhlie, of Philadeiphia, and renders her 
(Icp.-irtment the most interesting feature of the 
paper. Her articles on labor, prison reform, 
iesane asylums, and kindred subjects in the 
Swnda^ Diepateh, with which, until lately, she 
was connected, attracted wide attention for 
their thorough and exhvistive treatment. 
Miss MacDowell’s long connection with the 
press has given her command of a multitude 
of facts which she uses with great ^ kill, for 
the elucidation of her subject, and although 
she has never been an outspoken advocate of 
woman suffrage, she is heart and soul in the 
work of female labor and education, and 
other branches of the great reform for the el- 
evation of woman. As we have before stated 
in The Revolution, Miss MacDowell is tbe 
pioneer woman editor in the country. Twen 
ty years or more ago, she started in the city of 
brotherly love tbe first woman’s paper, called 
tbe Woman's Advocate, on which the work of 
all kinds, type setting, etc., was done by wo- 
men. Ip those early days a woman composi- 
tor was a rara avis, and Miss MacDowell not 
being able to find a male printer in Philadel- 
phia who would consent to instruct women, 
imported one from the L&erator office in Bos- 
ton, and heroically pursued her scheme amid 
the immense difficulties which the inexperi- 
ence and incompetency of her employees in- 
volved, and also tbe various small petty perse- 
cutions she experienced from printers of the 
opposite sex. Miss MacDowell has bent all 
her talents and energies to the services of her 
sisters, and deserves abundant honor and pe- 
cuniary reward.

TBB B&im OF TBB SEX. 

We often see tbe whole enbject of women 
settled and put under hatches, as it 
were, in the columns of newspapers, by the 
declaration that when women want the snf- 
frage they shall hare it. The apathy of wo- 
men themselres to the benefits of the ballot 
Is continually dinned in our ears ah the 
greatest drawback to female enfran- 
chisement Our magnanimous critics would 
treat one-half of the human family as they 
treat a trained dog, making him “speak” before 
he gets his morsel of meat 

We do not pretend to deny that the masses 
of women are apathetic on the subject of 
suffrage. There are sundry and divers reasons 
why they should be so, and we are al- 
ways prepared to face the actual facts, and 
own the truth. We do however deny the ' 
right and justice of restrictions that prevent 
one woman from voting, who wants to vote, 
although ninety and nine Indifferent ones may 
acknowledge their stupid indifference, or re- 
fuse to make use of their privileges when ao- 
oorded. 

Judged by numbers, the woman’s rights 
women may be in the minorl^ ; judged by 
brains, culture, and genius, they are in the 
majority. Somebody, Burke we believe, once 
said that now and then one man is worth a 
million; we are almost ready to say that 
a Julia Ward Howe, or a Lydia Maria Child 
is worth a million of the frivolous and weak 
minded of her sex. The Indepervitnt^ not 
long ago, shrewdly pat the whole subject 
ialaAimfcsheU, when it said tb«t thoqgh the 
women who dance tbe Oennan are against 
female suffrage, those who translate Gemum 
are in the main for it 

There is nothing more interesting and sig- 
nificant in the history of woman’s rights 
the rapidity with which the ranks of the^ 
snffragists have been reinforced by literary 
women. The moveihent was inaugurated by 
a different order of women. Those John 
Baptists of tbe cause had no time to dally 
with romance ; the realities of life were too 
exacting and too bitter. They had neither 
the inclination nor the power to indite poetry, 
fur the prose of life was hard lines wMch 
they had learned by heart. What there was 
to say most get itself said in the plainest, 
bluntest, least equivocal way. No reform in 
its period of conflict has ever coquetted much 
with fancy. 

Our early apostles of woman’s rights who 
went about proclaiming the new gospel, be- 
longed neither to the graces nor the muses, 
bat they were heroines who will And their 
exceeding great reward in the reverence of 
mankind. 

The second decade of ttila movement has 
witnessed the conversion of many women be- 
longing wholly to literature. Frances Power 
Oobb,perhap8 the brightest female intelligence 
in England, was a few years ago, if not hoe- 
tile to the whole subject, at least indifferent, 
and she owes her conversion to an active, 
wide awake partisanship, to the venerable 
Kev. Samuel J. Hay.

Our beloved Alice Cary was always a far 
sighted advocate of the rights of woman, and 
the powerful story which she began in Thb 
B svoLimoir months ago, would undoubtedly 
.had ahe lived to finish it have tonched some 
<of the deepest, though least obvious wrongs 
jof the sex, witl^ delicate, tender, bat firm 
ihand. His. 8tow4 is not understood to op- 
I pose the reform in its larger aspect, although 
she may not be in sympathy with all the 
.methods of action which have been adopted. 
Grace Greenwood and many younger female 
writers could be named who are heart and 
isoul in tbe work, and it [seems indisputable 
that woman suffrage possesses the head of 
the sex, although the body may still be ad- 
verse to the whole question. As ideas in the 
long run always rule, there is nothing more 
, encouraging to the friends of women than 
the amonnt of intelligence which our cause 
represents.

There are people who are constantly pro- 
pounding the rather stale conundrum: Why 
is it that coorte^r toward women is on the de- 
cline Y HonbtiesB similar questions were asked 
in the age of Sidney and Raleigh, and have 
been asked all the way between, and will cem- 
tinue to harrow the souls of coming genera- 
tions. 

I Nobody stops to ask what courtesy really 
is f What part of the conventional notions con- 
cerning it we can afford to spare ? To be enre, 
no high-bred knight, now-a-^ys, throws down 
his velvet cloak in a mud-puddle, to save a 
queen’s feet from a wetting ; common sqnse 
says let the queen get a pair of gum shoes. Tbe 
man who perform^ that fine dramatic act, 
let us Temembm*, was something of a filibus- 
ter, not OTm* nice or scrupulous, and whose 
common conversation would be no doubt an 
ofifense to a modem woman’s ears. 

Let us not forget, either, that while—and 
long after— good Queen Bess and Sir Walter 
were posturing in that pretty way, English 
maids and wives were whipped at the cart’s 
tall, plunged into horse-ponds on ducking 
stools, and homed and hanged as witches 

Some of the ages — tbe days of knigbt-er- 
lantry, for instance-^ost celelnated for thto 
vaunted woman worship, are stained with the 
blackest crimes and homm practiced toward 
tbe sex. We are glad that tl^ false and pes- 
tilent idea of chivalry, which ceuld attempt 
to compensate womankind for cmel wrongs ' 
by a sonnet made “ to a lady’s eyebrow,” or 
the stilted affectations of euphuism have 
passed away never to return. No longer is 
woman satined with a scant measure of jus- 
tioe, allowing the deficient in her account 
with man to be balanced by tbe froth of sen- 
tamentalism, and thoeeumof flattery.

,em Adonis goes to alectore, and sees a woman 
npon a platfcnm, and the halo disappears from 
jmimd thesex. Ichibod is written all over 
the female world. Now it la a litUe strange 
that Adonis shonld for years haws been in the 
habit of witnessing ^e perfonuanoes of ac- 
tresses, dancing women, and singing women 
^ upon the boards without danger of bis respect 
I for the sex going into a decline. He can wit- 
ness the display of Tosteee, half clad, and lose 
none of this deference for womankind, but 
Anna Dickinson, modestly attired, in her in- 
spired part of Joan of Arc fills him with un- 
told disgust 

It is said again, that a man cannot meet a 
woman in business daily and feel for her the 
same respect that he would entertain were 
she ignorant of all the concerns of the world, 
set apart in her parlor for purposes of small 
fAik and Tbe whole gist of these 

Bignmente is that many men deem only those 
women worthy of Aelicate and polite atten- 
tions who are helpless and useless simpletons, 
too weak to hold themselves upright, and 
ready to cling to any nude being that comes 
along. Thus runs it : a man cannot be defer- 
ential to a woman it she knows anything, nor 
if she does anything. 

This sort of deference we pronounce bogus. 
It belongs to Lothario who, reridng in 
vices» comes into the presence of a simpering, 
empty-beaded hnman doll to kiss her hand, 
aud murmur stale compliments and platitudes. 

All this ridiculous, old-fashioned twaddle, 
all these unnecessaiy bowings and scrapings 
are dying out of society, and socie^ is much 
slncerer and better for the change in manners. 
Much of that parade and fnas by which men 
formerly manifested what they called defer- 
ence towards the fair sex, was false and 
shallow, no deeper than the finger tips. 
Sensible women will not bemoan tbe loss of 
it, and if there are no men found to show 
them reverence because perchance, they be- 
lieve a woman’s brain was made to think 
with ; a woman’s hand to work with ; a wo- 
man’s feet to stand on, all in right wennat^y 
fashion, why then these women must manage 
to exist without such tokeitf. All the defer-; 
ential observances that any man, claiming to 
be a gentleman, can afford to forego towards 
tbe sex to which his mother belongs, the sex 
can afford to spare. If the decay of male 
courtesy means tiiat men have grown utterly 
piggirii and self-indulgent, then so mneb the 
wmve for creation’s lords. Women who dare 
to disobey MIm Austen’s maxim, where she 
piodaims that if a woman knows anything she 
^onld studlooriy oonoeal it; women who ate 
braye enodj^ to think and (peak and act, can 
well afford to pickup their own handkepobief^

THX WOMAN'S TtMraRANCB ASSOCIATION Gf 
BftOOKLTN. 

Brooklyn, unong other excellent things, 
owns a society of tme-hearted women, 'who 
have budi^ ^em^ves together to wc^ for 
the canse of temperance. The report of the 
Secretaiy, Hiss Liazie Meacham, shows that 
much good has been aoodmpliahed >by this 
brave sgasoctetioD do^g the past year, and 
point! to, oUier cidesand 

towns, where mm is rampant, of organiaing 
on the same useful plan. 

It is now pretty generally conceded that the 
work of temperance reform, for the fntore, 
lies, to a large extent, in the hands of women, 
and this ^miklyn sode^ shows how the ma- ; 
chineiy is to be set in motion. Nine Bands of 
Hope, w are called, have been forn^ in ' 
connection with various mission echobls and 
chnrchea Festivals, called tea meetings, have 
been held in connection with a nomber of 
these, whe^ moth^ especially, and their | 
obildibn are gathered in and thade to feel in 
their wretchedness, the warmth of human 
sympathy. At these admiliable social gather- 
ings, fervent speedies are delivered by the la- 
dles of the sdeiety who thus come heart ^to 
heart with the class they are tiyhig to save. 

The main efforts of these devout women for 
the salvation of the fallen, are directed to the 
children, who imbibing a horror of nun, from 
the effects of it which they witness and endure 
in their squallid homes, become ardent cham- 
pions of temperance, and ua the moet effectu- 
al means of grace to their parents. The val- 
ue of social gatherings, cold-water songs, and 
the power of the pledge, are all recognized by 
this association of 'women, and have brought 
forth good fruit. 

A rock of offense is said to be the ph^- 
dans prescription among thu dftga- 

es, and social drinking allowed, if not encour- 
aged, by ladies. The members of tiiis associ- 
ation set thdr whole strength against the lat- 
ter practice, and appeal to their countrywo- 
men to banish wine from the refreshment-ta- 
ble on New Tear’s day, and ail other festive 
occasions. An instance is cited from among 
the victims of rum belonging to the higher 
classes of a clergyman, hotaored and beloved, 
who was f<ffced to leave his church because of 
the Inebrie^ of his wife, and the report before 
fcopression upon the mind that 
tffi pfewipaper stories afloi^ conoentiiig die 


intemperate habits of Ugfaly iespectable la- 
dies, have more ^n a fato^tion to rest on. | 

We copy fr<w the bffleUi document, the 
fbllowtng patii^e steny, width ^ows what 
poww dttidren have to r^eem dissipated pa^ 
rents: 

^A devoted wife and mother was so cruelly 
treated by her husband. While under in- 
ffuenoe of strong drhkk, that ^ feared he 
wMld take her life. At last it was tiiongbt 
advinble by her beat friends ttiat she should 
leave him, nnd lad ai home With her mother 
in the ooustryi T s l lii g Iwr tWMrm with her.

Aa 
be parted from a dear Itttie girl Only three 
years old, she pot herazznmmund his neck, i 
and said: ‘Papa, be a good man, and don’t 
drink any more ; if^wou do you can’t go to 
heaven ; Jesus won'Iiove yon, antiBella won’t 
love you.’ The words of the little girl did what 
the entreaties of older persons had failed to 
do. He wept Uttmiy and returned to his 
home almoat tet^en-hearted.

The colors 
of her dress, the' scarlet handkerchief about 
her bead, her blue bodice, with the gray stems 
bridge and purple hills beyond, in spite of tbe 
bideousness of the poor old woman, made a 
most admirable ' bit ’ for the pencil."
